Of the Golden Number and Dominical Letter. 


THE Golden Number was anciently deviſed to find out the 
Eccleſiaſtical beginning of the Year which always happen 
between March the 7th. and April the 6th. 

And is ſo call'd, becauſe it was written in the Calendar with 
Letters of Gold, right on the Day whereon the Moon chang, 
and is the ſpace of 19 Years, in which the Moon returneth to 
the ſelf-ſame Day of the Year of the Sun, and therefore is al 
call d the Cycle of the Moon, in which the Solſtices and Equin. 
ctialt do return to all one Point in the Zoatack. | 

To find it every Year, you muſt add One Year to the Year oi 
Chriſt (for Chriſt was Born one Year of the 19 already pat) 
then divide the whole by 19, and that which reſteth is th: 
Gays Number tor that Year, if there be no Surpluſage, it ii 
then 19. | 

Note, That the Golden Number and Dominical Letter dots 
change every Year the Firſt day of January. 

The Dominical Letter is ſo call d, becauſe it ſhews the Domi. 
nical or Lord's-Day, throughout the whole Year, 

Note alſo, That the Year of our Lord beginneth the 250 
day of March, the ſame Day ſuppoſed to be the Firſt Day upon 
which the World was Created, and the Day when Chriſt was 
conceived in the Womb of the Virgin Mary.

To teitihe our Conſciouſneis of Guilt, to take 
Shame to our ſelves, and give Honour to God; and that (ſince 
e are all Sinners) our Repentance may be as publick as our 
Faults have been. | 
Q. Why doth the Church begin her Service with Confeſſion of Sin? 
A. Becauſe Sins unrepented of hinder the Succeſs ot our Pray- 
ers; when the Guilt is removed by penitential Acknowledg- 
ments, there is no Bar to God's Grace and Mercy; ſuch as would 
pray effectually have always begun with Confeſſion. 
Q. How many Parts doth the Confeſſios conſiſt of ? 
A. Four, 1. An Introduction which ſets God before us, un- 
der two proper Titles, viz, Almighty and moſt Mercifal; the 
Firſt to ſhow his Power, and ſtrike us with a holy Fear of his 
Anger; the Second to manifeſt his Love, and melt us with the 
Senſe of his Mercy.

In reſpect of the People All are Inſpectors or Overſeers, as 
aving a charge to look unto them; But compar d one to a- 
other He whom we Style B. is only Overſeer of the Reſt; 
Jeacons are only Miniſters to the Biſhops and Presby ters, and 
that reſpect have their name in Greek, being as the Levites 
ere in the old Teſtament, therefore Presbyters are by us un- 
turally and improperly call d Miniſters either of the Church, 
of ſuch or ſuch a Pariſh; We ſhould call them as St Paul 
th, Miniſters of God or of Chriſt, or of the Goſpel which 
ey miniſter, But not of Men to whoſe behoof they miniſter: 
ere it not abſurd to call the Shepherd the Sheep's Miniſter: 
they be the People's Miniſters then ſurely the Peopleare their 
aſters, and ſo indeed the People by occaſion of this miſa 
lation think they are and uſe them accordingly. Beſides the 
ord Miniſter is again moſt unfitly uſed by us for a name of 
iſlinction of one Eccleſiaſtical Order from another, As when 
call thoſe which are Presbyters Miniſters by way of Diſtin- 
on from Deacons, inſtead of Prieſts and Deacons.
